At 11:40 a.m., | stopped by the Protein Solutions LLC facility to inform the responsible official of my findings. | met with 
Tim Lloyd to explain the findings of my investigation. 


| observed excessive odors deriving from the Protein Solutions outside a fifteen minute interval within an hour. We are 
issuing a NOV per the odor-related October 2023 LOWs for this facility.

This property ended up 
being the neighbor of the responsible party, located at 103 S Fox St. The neighbors then informed me that the property 
was likely not safe to approach alone, considering the nature of my visit. | thanked the neighbor for the information and 
decided that it would be the safest to send a letter to the potential responsible party in order to make contact prior to 
showing up to the adress. A letter to the responsible party will be sent to the property owners, who are David and Nancy 
Ong out of Webb City, who are reportedly the parents of the responsible party. 


A site visit was conducted on 1/18 with permission from property owner David Ong. Upon arrival, | made contact with the 
tenant, John Shaw, and explained the reason for my visit. Shaw granted me access to the property, where | observed a 
small outdoor chimney with some wooden items located in the fire. Amongst the rest of the property were several items 
that had appeared to be discarded and piled on top of one another. | then explained to Shaw that wooden items that had 
been treated could not be burned, but since it was burned in a chimney it was not technically open burning, but improper 
waste disposal. | gave Shaw the open burning fact sheets (PUB2047), and then left the property as the tenant had prior 
commitments. No violations are currently being filed with the department. A follow up visit will be recommended to the 
solid waste unit to address the potential solid waste violations observed.

SharePoint #7694-I arrived at the neighborhood surrounding the building of concern at approximately 12:22 p.m. | drove 
around the perimeter of the facility to conduct cursory observations of potential odor and opacity issues. The facility was 
not emitting any odor or smoke from its stack during my visit. At 12:24 p.m., | met with Wayne Choate outside his facility. 
Choate had pulled up in his truck and | introduced myself with my credentials. After | explained the reason for my visit, 
Choate willingly escorted me to his garage. In the garage, he explained that he had been burning untreated wood in the 
stove to heat it up during the winter months. The concerned party alleged that Choate was burning used oil, but upon 
inspecting the stove | found no indication of such. It seemed like wood was indeed the only material burned in the stove. 
The the odor and opacity concerns might be partially explained by the antiquated state of the stove, which by modern 
standards would be considerably inefficient. | asked Choate if he thought the bad odors could have derived from some 
other process in his garage. Choate thinks that people are just calling our department because they are upset he runs 
his business in their neighborhood. Choate clarified that he always disposes of his oil in the large holding reservoirs out 
back, and when needed they shipped off the used oil to oil burning facilities. | thanked Choate for his time and ended the 
investigation at 12:47 p.m. 


The concerned party, Allan Kiser, and | had a couple of conversations prior to and after my investigation of Wayne 
Choate's facility. On January 5, 2024 | spoke with Kiser about future steps. | informed Kiser that he is more than 
welcome to give our department a call next time he smells excessive odor, and that | could try to time my visit to 
correspond to his observation timeframes. | remarked that the odors would have to be quite overwhelming for them to 
actually warrant a violation, to which Kiser replied that the odors usually were not unbearable. | thanked Kiser for his time 
and we ended the phone conversation. | did not observe any violations during this investigation. No action is required.

Explains that the odor coming from 
the facility’s compost pile is sour and strong. This has been happening for over a year. It is typically worse at night. 
However on 12/18/23 the caller explains the wind was blowing strongly from the west and it was a strong odor all day. 


SharePoint #7690-I arrived to the facility's shop/office at 9:15 a.m. where | met with the receptionist, Vicki Ebling. Ebling 
informed me that the compost piles were not located on site, but roughly 3 miles down the road at 232 Dogwood Tree Rd 
where all the processing of compost and mulch material occur. Ebling requested Mike Walker, who is the company 
manager to meet me out at the compost site. | then drove over to the site and arrived just after 9:20 a.m. and met with 
Walker. Walker then drove me out to the location of their compost piles, which were located on the back half of the 
property furthest from Dogwood Tree Rd. A slight odor was detected when approaching the piles, but was not detectable 
at a 7:1 dilution threshold. Walker and | walked around the site some more and looked at the different processes on site 
while we discussed the possible source of the increased odor. Walker informed me that this time of year was their busy 
season for preparing mulch and compost for the spring season, so the likely source of odor had originated when the piles 
are turned once a month to help the composition process. Since there were no odor violations, | asked Walker if there 
were any questions for me and | thanked him for his time and left the site at 10 a.m. No Violations

SharePoint #7703-I arrived to the facility at 10 a.m. and drove around the accessible perimeter to check for any signs of 
fugitive emissions. At the time, the winds were roughly 10mph out of the south, with 95% humidity and 32 degrees 
Fahrenheit. During the cursory observations, | observed a large amount of dust covering the trees to the north of the 
entrance, as well as a large amount of sediment track out onto Civil War Rd. | also observed two trucks arrive to the 
property, and as they entered onto the property a large amount of fugitive dust could be seen leaving the property. | then 
made my way to the scalehouse and presented my credentials to Lewis Taylor. | explained the reason for my visit and 
Taylor requested Matt Patrick, who is the EHS Manager for the facility. | requested the watering records for the day of 
12/19 and the days previous and after. The watering records were readily presented and indicated that on 12/19, 8,000 
gallons had been applied and on 12/20 4750 gallons had been applied.

According to the 
Jefferson County Assessor the property is owned by Malapert LLC, located at 12 Lynnbrook Road, St. Louis Mo 63131. 


1/25/2024 - MSC - | called Megan Butler, Property Manager to inform her of the concern and answer any questions she 
may have. | asked if she would be interested in a voluntary meet at the source of concern. It was agreed we would meet 
on 1/31/2024 at 9:00 am. 


MSC 1/31/2024: | arrived at the mobile home park at 8:55am and parked in a gravel area where | was able to view 6464 
2nd Street and some activity to the south of the park in an open area. Attached to the concern is an edited map of the 
property, indicating areas of observation (Att. #2). The open area appeared to have a fire pit set-up. Nothing was burning 
or smoldering at the time of my investigation but there was trash and a barrel full of stripped wiring (Photo #1). This is 
evidence that there may be trash and wire burning occurring on the property, but this could not be concluded. 6464 2nd 
Street had a small recreational type of fire pit that was not burning or smoldering (Photo #2). 


After making observations of the south field and the southern end of 6464 2nd street the Property Manager, Megan 
Butler arrived.

Chance Lott provided the 
address that he currently resides at so that | could provide physical copies of information. | visited 109 Hospital Drive in 
Ironton which was the address provided to me from Chance Lott. | was met by the residents of the apartment unit; the 
residents were aggressive and were unwilling to speak with me. If this concern is submitted again, it is advised that 
multiple inspectors investigate. | was able to provide “Facts on Open Burning under Missouri Regulations - PUB 2047" 
and “Management of Scrap Tires - PUB2056" along with a business card to the residents.

CP called in to complain that a truck stop is potentially being constructed within 300-500 feet of their home. The CP lives 
just outside the city limits of Garden City in Cass County. The CP is mainly concerned with noise, benzene, and carbon 
monoxide pollution causing health issues and lowering property values. The CP stated that approximately 20 homes will 
be effected by this truck stop. The land is currently zoned as an agricultural farming field, but there is a city meeting on 
2/26 to present the truck stop and discuss rezoning the land. The CP has called the County and the City but has not has 
not received an adequate answer to satisfy the CP's concerns. The CP also stated that this project was initially withheld 
from the public and only was revealed when the public pressured the City. 


| informed the concerned party that | do not believe the Department of Natural Resources has any regulations to address 
this concern. We do not have any noise regulations. Also, there are no requirements to obtain an air permit for building a 
fueling station. Depending on the amount of gasoline they dispense on a monthly average, they may be required to 
install vapor recovery equipment to reduce the amount of emissions from the gasoline storage tanks; however, 
enforcement of this requirement will be handled by EPA (913-551-7003). Zoning is handled at the county or city level.

| arrived in the area of Delta Peanut at approximately 10:20 AM on February 20, 2024. | pulled into a parking lot on the 
east side of Floyd Street by some nearby soccer fields to observe the Delta Peanut plant and look for dust crossing 
property lines. | observed the plant for almost 30 minutes before finally making my way to the office. John Gamble, 
Buying Point Manager of the Kennett Plant, was not around at the time so | asked a woman who worked there if | could 
drive around the plant and look for dust emissions. She agreed to allow me to go closer to the process buildings to look 
around. 


Soon after | went to look around the plant, John Gamble arrived at the office so | went back to speak with him. | 
explained that we had received a concern on dust crossing property boundaries. John explained that there was a day the 
previous week where there was an exceptional amount of wind and that maybe that could have been when the concern 
was submitted. John told me that since my last visit to the plant, he installed some long, plastic flaps on the west side of 
the truck unloading pull-through of the shelling building. John said that before, the pull-through was a wind tunnel that 
pushed dust toward the east side property boundary. The flaps help mitigate against the wind getting through the pull- 
through and pushing dust to the east. 


| told John that | observed a truck leaving the shelling building with no tarp on the trailer. | mentioned that tarping the 
trucks could be another step to mitigate dust emissions. John feels that most dust emissions are going to come from the 
haul roads. | explained to John that some Best Management Practices (BMP's) such as applying water, applying a 
chemical surfactant, or paving gravel roads could aid in keeping dust down. John informed me that they are working with 
food-grade products and that peanuts do not take moisture well. He fears that applying water or even a chemical 
surfactant too close to the process buildings could ruin their product. 


Several months ago, Delta Peanut and their environmental consultants began working with the Air Pollution Control 
Program's Permits Section on applying for an air construction permit. Upon speaking with the Permits Section myself, | 
learned that Tabitha Bandy-Vizcaino is working on this air permit project. | spoke with Tabitha and she told me that an 
initial Construction Permit Application was received from Delta Peanut and it showed their potential emissions to be 
above de minimus levels. However, these calculations were made under the pretense that the Delta Peanut facility would 
operate 24 hours per day, 7 days per week, and 365 days per year. John Gamble has said that the plant operates 
seasonally. Currently, Delta Peanut's consultants are reworking calculations to submit back to the Air Pollution Control 
Program's Permits Section. 


During my investigation, | did not observe any dust crossing property boundaries. | observed very minimal dust coming 
from the haul roads and very minimal dust coming from the shelling building truck unloading area. No violations of 
Missouri Air Conservation Regulation 10 Code of State Regulations 10-6.170 Restriction of Particulate Matter to the 
Ambient Air Beyond the Premises of Origin were observed.

Genevieve (MLC). Josh Wilkerson, Env. Program Manager, and Dawson Bennett, Env. Specialist, visited MLC on 
January 25, 2024 at 10:30 AM. We met with Jonathan Kennedy, CHMM, Env. & Regulatory Affairs Manager, and 
Kimberly S.L. Bauman, PhD, Director of Environmental Affairs, to discuss the concern we had received. 


After speaking with Jonathan and Kimberly, it was found that on December 16, 2023, the top 2/3 of the Mississippi 
Rotary Kiln (MRK) #9 stack collapsed. Upon collapse, the feed conveyor for MRK #10 was damaged. A review of 
electronic records showed that MRK #9 was shut down one minute after the stack collapsed. MRK #10 was shut down 
two minutes after the collapse due to indications of damage to MRK #10's feed conveyor. Jonathan was able to show 
several records indicating a lack of any exceedances following the collapse. Likewise, the differential pressure and flow 
rate of the wet scrubbers remained within their limits. The wet scrubbers sustained no damage from the collapse. 


Jonathan informed us that the MRK #10 stack was soon after taken down simply as a precautionary measure following 
the collapse of the MRK #9 stack. MSHA investigated the occurrence after the fact and issued no citations. We were told 
that the last 3rd party inspection of the MRK #9 stack was back in 2016. MLC aims to replace the MRK #9 and #10 
stacks by March or April with like-for-like replacements. Jonathan and Kimberly took us out to the Mississippi Rotary 
Plant to show where the stacks were, where the MRK #9 stack collapsed onto the MRK #10 feed conveyor, and where 
the two stacks were staged, disassembled. There was no asbestos inspection performed on the MRK #10 stack prior to 
being taken down, nor was there any demolition notification submitted to the Missouri Department of Natural Resources. 


After discussing this concern with the Air Pollution Control Program and Asbestos Unit, the demolition of the MRK #10 
stack was an emergency demolition and should have been notified to the Department withing 24 hours of any stabilizing 
activities. Once stabilized, the affected facilities needed to be inspected for asbestos by a certified asbestos inspector. 
And, as with any regulated demolition activity, there should have been a demolition notification submitted prior to the 
MRK #10 stack being taken down. There were no issues found with the MRK #9 stack since it was a natural collapse 
and out of anyone's control. 


The information was relayed to Jonathan Kennedy that he would need to have an asbestos inspection conducted on the 
disassembled stack parts still staged onsite and that he would need to submit a demolition notification to the Asbestos 
Unit. On Monday, February 12, 2024, Jonathan Kennedy submitted a demolition notification and completed asbestos 
inspection to the Asbestos Unit. The asbestos report showed that no asbestos was found.

Hematite Fire Department Chief contacted the office to report an open burning concern they recieved at 3416 Meyer Rd, 
Festus. County assessor lists Jacklyn Weimer and Joseph Benne as owners. 


The department stated that the CP stated that the alleged party operates a business that allegedly cleans out attics. The 
AP has a large plywood hopper in the bed of the AP's truck, and fills the hopper up with trash, construction materials, 
and durable goods from job sites, then brings the waste to the AP's residence. The AP dumps the waste on a burn pile 
and burns the waste. The AP mostly burns at night. The cheif stated that the burn pile is visible in the front yard and from 
the road. 


The chief stated that the fire department has not been called to respond to the fires in the recent days, but that it appears 
that waste has been added to the pile and may be burned in the near future.
